Men in this country use their ballots 


ucreasingly every yeai to secure stalu- 
ory restrictions upon their working 
day. 
The American Federation of 


Labor is at the present moment mak- 
ing a political issue of the failure of 
Congress to establish eight hours as 
the maximum working day for men 
employed by contractors to do work 
for the 
government of the United 
btates. 


One \cry strong argument, for con- 


ferring the franchise upon women is 
lhat they may share in deciding what 
legislation they will have with regard 
to llieir working hours. At present 
they neither make such laws, nor 
elect the men who make them nor 
the judges who intcrport, sustain or 
annul Ihe laws. Inconsequence, Ihe 
protective legislation for women and 
children is cruelly inadequate in con- 
Irasl with the laws for men.

The greatest prosperity that this or any other country ever en- 


joyed was converted into a panic and general commercial distress 
by Wall street, eight mouths ago. The purpose of Wall street was 
plain. The "high financiers" had encouraged a debauch of 
speculation, ami put forth such extensive flotations that the 
absorbing capacity of the country was gorged, eaptial was so 
actively enjr.ageil in industry and commerce that Wall street was 
left loaded with securities for which there was no demand. 


II \\ai- lien-Mary for Wall street'scnds to remove the cash of 


the country, the loanable capital, from the channels of commerce 
in order to set it flowing into the gambling center. To kill the 
local demands for money by legitimate business it was necessary to 
cripple trade. That Wall street undertook to do, and Wall street 
•succeeded. 


Industry has been almost paralyzed. Money made idle has 


glutted the New York banks with nearly $60,000,000 above their 
lawful reserves, and stock-gamblers can obtain all the money they 
require at less than 2 per cent., the lowest rates known for nearly 
twenty years. 


Wall street won its campaign. 
But in doing so it created a 


o itself. Its tactics roused the people, and taught them to 


look into the currency question more carefully than ever they had 
done before. 


A counler-caiii]>aign against that, of Wall street began—a 


campaign of education and exposure. For past neglect the 
Business men of America paid dear. But the price has not been 
wholly without recompense. They know a hundred-fold more of 
the merits of the money question and of the iniquity of New York's 
naster-gamblers than they knew a yeitr ago. 


The enlightenment resulted in a remarkable popular proteot 


igainst the congressional schemes of Wall street's agents to legalize 
lew power for the gamblers and new peril for honest business. 
Bankers'associations, boards of trade, commercial clubs, trades 
eagues, manufactures'organizations—all united in denouncing the 
vicious Aldrich bill and the only little less offensive Vreeland 
substitute. 


That storm was such that there was pretense of bowing to it. 


Bui the tricksters were merely biding their time. In the face of 
hat unprecedented expression of (lie public will, Wall street's 
Miiimissioners in Congress have gone on and won the latest and one 
of the greatest of all their victories. 


They have m.ide it possible for Wall street to unload upon the 


;overmnent in exchange for legal currency $500,000,000 of un- 
alable securities, good, bad and indifferent. 


This was dono primarily by the Republican majority in Con- 


gress, under leadership of Aldrich and Cannon. But in the last 
lays of the session, President Kooscvelt, ignorant of 'inance as 
always, well meaning as always, but once more deceived by ad- 
isers who he trusts to the hurt of his fame, aided the f».lse leaders 
uid committed the administration to the iniquitous, mongrel 
neasure. 


This crime against the people, under ordinary conditions, 


vould saddle upon the Republican party the burden of a tremend- 
iu9 handicap in the coming election.

But throughout all the months that the subject, has been dis- 


ussed the Democratic party failed utterly to grasp its opportunity. 
'he minority put forth no commendable measure, originated not. 
ven a worthy suggestion. Their action was worse than nullity.

olicies fostered and promoted the business interests of the country.

There was the secret changing of the time during which the 


bill is to remain a law from three to six years. 


There was the deliberate affront to Chairman Fowler, of the 


banking and currency committee, and real representative of the 
sentiment of the House when honestly expressed. 


There was the forcing of the measure through the House, with 


no time allowed to consider or understand its deliberately deceitful 
clauses. 


There was the brutal discourtesy shown to the one senator 


broad and brave enough to lead the fight against it. 


There was the means of its passage—the tricking of a blind 


man. 


And finally there is the appointment of a packed commission, 


headed by Aldrich and \rreeland, with Knox and Burton forming 
the lonely minority not at the beck and call of Wall street. And 
this rump commission counts upon sitting in Europe and this 
country three or four years and delaying just that long currency 
legislation along sound lines. 


Now let it be remembered that these same interests, at present 


victorious, have denounced newspapers' like The North American 
and all other defenders of public rights against privileged 
aggression for "destroying confidence." 


What now will the investor say? How will the manufacturer 


or the merchant who wishes to increase his output or enlarge his 
business regard the chances of the future? 


He has known by bitter experience in the last year how he can 


be affected by a bad currency system. Will he now have con- 
fidence to go forward more extensively while at the mercy of a 
system far more vicious, with every old evil unremedied and new 
onee added? 


Two factors are responsible for our great commercial develop- 


ment—our natural resources and the imagination of the American 
business man. But his initiative and energy are necessarily 
paralyzed when he if deprived of confidence in the integrity of the 
•s^tional financial system. 
^' Therefore, it would be well if it were possible for one of the 
Republicans who voted for this new Wall street peril to commerce, 
or one of the Democrats who aided and abetted them, to stand 
forth and tell how a prudent business man, in the face of what has 
just been done, dare try to discount the future, capitalize its 
possibilities and go forward with the assurance that once inspired 
him.Hope lies only in the magnitude of the outrage. Our trust is 
that the villainy may stir such wrath as to hasten the day when ail 
such mock commissions as the present one will be kicked into 
limbo, and a demand made for the passage of an adequate law that 
Congress will fear to refuse. Then, and then only may come the 
establishment of a currenc^system in this country which will re- 
lieve us from being the laughing stock-of all students of finance in 
every nation of the world.

While there miiy be many undesir- 


able citizens among the immigrants 
that eome to tills country, still by 
the filtering process of our laws the 
number of objectionable characters i& 
greatly reduced. 


The* institutions, the customs, the 


manners already established on this 
continent are the combined product of 
the American and loreign ideas and 
aims. These some institutions, man- 
ners and customs and the example of 
t h r i f t , 
honesty, 
broad-mindedness, 


and love for liberty, placed before Lie 
strangers, who are constantly coining 
to our shores, by their biother foreign- 
ers already here, w i l l give them an 
ideal afK'r'w Inch to strive ami w i l l de- 
velop what is noblest and best In 
them. Thus the futuie American, to 
a 
grealei degree tl'im the piescnt, 


should be of the highest and noblest 
character, morally, spiritually, and 
politically, 
Jluw could his character 


be otherwise, for just us n grain of 
wheat when planted, brings forth a 
luirvesl of wheat, so the seed planted 
by our furt-fatliers must bring forth 
the snme harvest. 
Of vvluit then will 


this harvest consist'.' It will consist 
of men who will demand justice in 
the courts, equal taxation, the right 
to express their own opinions rather 
than tho opinions of some political 
boss on subjecls which are vilal to the 
whole cot,, try, and liberty in lenlily 
Hither than in word. Some may say 
that we are reaping this harvest now, 
but tire we? In Ihe constitution of the 
I'nited Statts we liiul that nil men are 
ereated free luul equal, but is this IrueV 
Do we Iind In Ihe courts ol justice to- 
day a poor mail, who labors from snn- 
lise to sunset receiving only a smiill 
sum of money for his luhor, und who 
has a family of four or live lo keep 
on this samesmnll sum, when brought 
into court and imide to face u charge, 
I say, do we Iind this poor man receiv- 
ing justice at 
tlie hands of 
our 


courts',1 Do the courts remember that 
the constitution says ALL men are 
created free ami equal; or does money 
play a large part in the decisions of 
our so-called courts of justice'.' 


Again, supposing you to be u prop- 


erly owner, 
possessing, 
say about 


ten thousand dollars worth of prop- 
erty, do you in proportion lo your 
properly pay Ihe same amount of lax 
as the millionaire with his vast estates 
pays in proportion to his properly? 


When it comes to lax-paying, who 


pays the tuxes, the properly ovvncc or 
the tenant? The properly owner, of 
course, but w hen the taxes arc raised 
what does the owner do but send a no- 
tice lo his tenant, stating i. raise in 
rent. Who then pays tlie taxes? The 
owner, of course. 1 say, no, the prop- 
erly owner pays practically no tuxes. 


Again, when election time comes are 


you given Uie right to say who will 
serve you? Of course, you are given 
that right but do you take it or does 
some personal friendship, some busi- 
ness transaction,or even a little money 
tempt you to do as some one dic- 
tates? Can you say you have the pow- 
er to pass laws for the good of the com- 
mon people, when a few men in New 
York City, linked together, say when 
u panic distressing to thousands of 
people, will or will not come and 
also have power enough with their 
money and personal friends to intro- 
duce into Congress such bills as would 
be, if passed, for their benefit only. 
The American of the future will be a 
man who will not stand for such u 
state of affairs. 
Even at present the 


light of justice, of equal taxation, of 
fietclom of political speech and of a 
square deal, through the efforts of the 
piesent.administration, is seen break- 
ing through the clouds of injustice, 
unequal taxation and the like. 


Then, too, the American of the fu- 


ture will receive the full benefit of all 
Inventions, discoveries and explora- 
tions that we, the present Americans, 
have made or partly made. 
The sci- 


entific field before him is as bright as 
a sun, for science in all its phases is 
but in its infancy. Note, if you will, 
the marked advance 
already 
made 


along scientific lines in regard to the 
planet Mars. Percival Lowell, who 
has devoted more attention to Mars 
than any other person, asserts that the 
planet is watered only bv the thawing 
of the polar ice and that this water 
pusses along enormous canals which 
are absolutely straight and some of 
them are two thousand miles long. 
These fuels give the strongest argu- 
ments In favor of Mars being inhabit- 
ed. We know that Mars is between 
forty million and sixty-two million 
miles from the earth, that it has an 
atmosphere, that its gravitation is 
only one-third as powerful as ours, 
that It is four thousand two hundred 
and thirty miles In diameter, that it 
has two moons and that Its year con- 
sists of six hundred eighty-seven days. 
While these marvelous 
discoveries 


have already been made, yet far great- 
er than these lie In wait for the future. 
It is therefore the duty of the Ameri- 
can to set to work and make these 
marvellous unknown discoveries, or 
the future American will have far 
greater 
opportunities to make re- 


searches Into the vast unknown, than 
the American of the past or present 
has had. 


Not only Is the scientific field of the 


future exceedingly bright, but the 
mechanical also. It Is very evident 
that In the last twenty years a much 
more rapid stride has been made along 
mechanical lines than had been made 
in the previous fifty years. To the 
mechanic of one hundred years ago, 
the wireless telegraph, the air ship, 
the phonograph, the submarine boat, 
the telephone, the electric train, the 
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automobile, nnd the modern locomo- 
tive mill slemnHhlp were among the 
impossibles, but now they are the 
common conveniences of the day. 
These liuve been largely the results of 
Hie present dny American und tts ue 
nre so far in advance ol the American 
of the past along these lines, thccom- 
lugAmerican beyoiuldoubt will be Hy- 
ing through the air from city In clly 
and from conlincnl to continent. 


While it I" possible U) predict only 


in n small degiee the inventions of the 
future, there is no doubt but that they 
will Inr exceed the wonders of the past 
und present. While the futuie Ameri- 
can w I I I Imvc all these numerous ud- 
\anlngca, tliene same udvuntagcs will 
bring with them cerlain responsibilit- 
ies and certain great problems to be 
solved. He v, ill have to provide ways 
and means lor communicating with 
the 
planets, 
ior the 
go\ eminent 


rnanipulrdinn cf railroads and steam- 
ship lines, for breaking up of the 
trusts, forgi\ing justice in the courts 
and for giNing ei;ual luxation U) all 
citizens of this great country. 


ijelusUieri as present thiy Ameri- 


cans demand for ourselves and give to 
others a square deal, let us slrne for 
that type ol manhood which will hon- 
or ils possessor and be a rich heritage 
to those following after, realizing that 
men pass from the stage of action 
with the passing of years but this na- 
tion will Ihe on. May our faith and 
hope find express in tile words of the 
poet (Longfellow) when he says : 
"Thou, too, sail on, O Ship of State! 
Sail on, O Union, strong and great! 
Humanity with all its fears, 
With all the hopes of future years, 
Js hanging breathless on thy fate! 
We know what Master laid thy keel,

ing along with them the clusters of 
grapes and delicious 
fruits which 


might invile their companions lo the 
pleasant country 
which produced 
them. 


The very stars are said to make har- 


mony as they levolve in their spheres. 
Wondrous is the strength of cheerful- 
ness, therefore let us be cheerful no 
matter what reverses obstruct *mr 
pathway, or what plagues follow us 
in our trail to annoy us. Letusmsk 
ourselves what is to be gained by look- 
ing or feeling sad 
when troubles 


Ihrong around us, for as Ella Wilcox 
lias said, 
"If you pause at the City of Troubles, 
Or unit in the Valley of Tears, 
Be patient, the train will move on- 


ward, 


And rush down 
the 
traclc of the 
years.'' 


Far better that we should spend a 


whole life in diligent, aye cheerfu! 
and unremitting thought. We never 
attain the pinnacle of our ambitious 
desires than to turn back at the first 
appearance of misfortune, 
and allow 


despair to unnerve or energies. Nature 
intended us to be the fcuutain spring 
of cheerfulness and social life, and 
not the traveling monument of de- 
spair and melancholy. Fortune will 
give us disappointments enough with- 
out our adding to the unhappy side of 
our account by ill-humor. 
Another 


of our self-appointed troubles is dis- 
content. Socrates suggested that if all 
the blessings were cast into a public 
stock for equal distribution, those who 
now think themselves unfortunate 
would be thankful for their previous 
conditions. 
Content is the product of 


faith, love and hope. 


Little acts of loving kindness oft- 


reourrring are worth more than occa- 
sional large services and sacrifices, 
because habit becomes second nature. 
It helps toward cheerfulness if we 
never allow ourselves to say anything 
gloomy. 
Complaints of anything 


even the weather creates feelings of 
discontent that are contagious. 


Mrs. V. K. Schuyler has said, 


"When 
sorrowful 
or 
despondent 


thoughts clamor for attention, I meet 
them with a rehearsal of my mercies, 
the loss of any one of which would 
blot out my sunshine.'' 


But now let us look at the real 


meaning of cheerfulness and not con- 
fuse It with other apparently similar 
qualities. 
For instance, comparing 


levity and cheerfulness we find a wide 
distinction between the two, and the 
mind which is most open to levity is 
frequently a stranger to cheerfulness. 
Levity may be the farced production 


of vice or folly, cheerfulness is the 
natural offspring of wisdom and \ ir- 
luc. 


The man who sings at his work, be 


his occupation what it nmy, will do 
more in the same time, do il better, 
and persevere longer than the man 
who follows the same pursuit in silent 
sullenness. 


Cheerfulness is certainly preferruble 


to mirth ; the latter is an nrt, the for- 
mer a habit of the mind. 
Mirlh is 


short and transient, cheerfulness lixcd 
and permanent. 


Those are often raised into the great- 


est transports of mirth who are subject 
to the greatest depressions of melan- 
choly. 
On the contrary cheerfulness, 


though it does not give the mind such 
an exquisite gladness, 
prevents us 


from falling into any deplhsof sorrow. 
Mirlh is like a Hush of lightning that 
bieaks a gloom of clouds and glitters 
for a moment. Cheerfulness keeps up 
a kind of daylight in the mind and 
fills it with a steady and perpetual 
serenity. 


As far as we can learn from bi- 


ography, men of the greatest genius 
have been for the most part cheerful, 
contented men not eager foi reputa- 
tion, money or power but relishing 
life and keenly susceptible of enjoy- 
ment, as we find 
reflected in their 


worky. 
Such 
seem to have been, 


Homer, Horace, Virgil, Hhakespeare, 
Luther, liacon, Raphael and Michael 
Angelo. 
Perhaps they \\erc happy 


because constantly occupied and in the 
pleasantest of all work—that of creat- 
ing out of the fullness and richness of 
their great minds. 
Hir Walter Scott 


was a man full of human kindness. 
He was loved by all. He had a kind 
word for e\eryone and his kindness 
acted all around him like a contagion, 
dispelling the reserve and awe uhieh 
his great name was calculated to in- 
spire.

"FOBKSTRY." 
(Klhel Townsend.) 


During Mr. Harrison's administra- 


tion, through the activity of his Secre- 
tary of the Interior, the Honorable 
John W. Noble, by a legislative provi- 
sion passed, March *i, 1891, the i'resi- 
dent was authoiizcd to withdraw fwm 
public entry and set apart and reserve 
in any stale 01 territory such portions 
of the public lands as might, in his 
opinion, be desirable for the preset va- 
tion of the forests and waters. 


What Mr. Hanisun so fortunalely 


began, 
Mr. Cleveland greally aug- 


umentcd. 'Mr. McKinley added con- 
spicuously lo the areas saved from the 
peril of commercial exploition and 
now Mr. Hoosevelt, guided by his in- 
timate knowledge of the West, has not 
only canied 011 Ihe policy of his pre- 
decessors 
but has worked out the 


ditllcult problem of the defense and 
administration of the national forests. 


The same problems and perils are 


already confronting the East. 
The 


walnut and white pine of the Lake 
States are virtually exhausted; the 
Leather Trust is everywhere decimat- 
ing the hemlock for tan bark while 
the soft woods are being devoured by 
the pulp mills. 


Fortunately in 1891, Congress look 


the action of establishing the national 
forests because of the rapid destruction 
by fire and the reckless cutting of the 
forest ranges of the West. "It 
was 


realized that unless something was 
done for the protection of them, many 
industries dependent upon the forest 
would be badly crippled. 
The law 


aimed to save the Umber for the use of 
the people and lo hold Ihe mountain 
foresls as great sponges lo give out 
steady flows of water for use in the 
fertile valleys below." 


At first many of the national forests 


were reserved without knowing exact- 
ly how far the boundary lines .should 
extend. This was unfortunate because 
many agricultural lands were includ- 
ed which should have been exckided 
and many timber lands were excluded 
which should have been included. 


Hince 1900, 
however, 
men 
and 


money have been obtained for field ex- 
aminations, and the old boundaries of 
tlie national forests have been sun eyed 
and mapped, 
and now, before new 


forests are reserved, all the ground is 
carefully examined. There are at pre- 
sent about 145,000,000 acres of national 
forest in the United States. 


These forest reservations have been 


made gradually by various forestry 
commissions in the different states. 
l'"or instance, the first step toward the 
extensive planting of the 42,000 acres 
set aside for forestry work of the Mich- 
igan Agricultural College has .been 
taken in securing 250 pounds of white 
pine seed. One-half of this seed will 
be retained for use on the college 
grounds at Lansing. 
Charles W. Yarlield, President of 


tlie Michigan Forestry Commission, 
has secured the co-operation of the 
Board of Education in the purchase of 
10,000 two and three-year old elm trees 
in France. In time they will be de- 
livered to school children at one cent 
apiece, which will nearly cover their 
cost. 


Dr. Henry Rummel, of New Jersey, 


Executive Officer of the State Board 
of Forest Park Reservation Commis- 
sioners, issued the annual report of the 
Board for the year ending October 21, 
1907 and showed that decided progress 
had been made in securing reserves and 
control of the forest fires during the 
year. 


Why are forests so useful and why 


are they being preserved? It should 
"be clearly understood that in regions 
of heavy rainfall the forests are not re- 
served for the purpose of regulating 
the water flow for irrigation.' But, on 
the other hand, in certain parts of the 
West, the forests are reserved to save 
every drop of water and to make it do 
the most effective work. It has not 
yet been proved that the forests in- 
crease the rainfall to any great extent, 
but they do absorb the rain and snow 
after it has fallen. 
The grounds being 


covered by forests and shrubbery are 
soft and can easily consume the water, 
but, if there were no* forests, these 
same grounds would be hard and bar- 
ren and the water would rush down to 
lower lands. 


Honorable James Wilson, President 


of the American forestry Association, 
summed up very correctly the situa- 
tion in his address at Washington,

DENOUNCED 


Cashier Scott, of the Oldest Bank in 


Bucks Count]', Says Bill Passed by 
Congress is Dangerous and 
was 


Enacted for Political Purposes. 


The new currency bill which was 


jammed through the House of Repre- 
sentatives practically without debate, 
and the members whipped into line 
for .its passage upon the threatened 
hold-up of the postofllce "pork" bill, 
and which later passed the Senate by 
methods of trickery has been univer- 
sally denounced by officials of sound 
banking institutions throughout the 
country. 


The new currency law was passed 


ostensibly for the purpose of render- 
ing aid In times of money stringency 
to the banking interests of the coun- 
try. 
Those interests, however, are 


loud in ils comdenmation of the 
measure. 


Jt is almost universally claimed 


that political Interests were back of 
the bill and politics, not business, 
was the inspiration of its passage.

EASY HOSPITALITY. 


Food Abundance In Virginia In the 


Seventeenth Century. 


Few conutilcB of the world have 


possessed so abuudunt and varied a 
supply of food as Virginia during the 
seventeenth century. This pnrtly ex- 
plains, writes P A. Bruce in "Social 
Life In Virginia In tbe Seventeenth 
Century," the hospitable disposition of 
the people even iu those early times. 
The herds of cattle, which ran almost 
wild, afforded nn inexhaustible supply 
of. milk, butter, cheese, veal and beef. 
Deer were shot In such numbers that 
people cared little for venison. 
So 


abundant were chickens that they 
were not included in the Inventories of 
pcruona] estates. No planter was so 
badly off that he could not have n fowl 
on Ills table at dinner. 


Vast flocks of wild ducks and geese 


frequented the rivers and bays and 
•were looked on as the least expensive 
portion of the food which the Virgin- 
ians had to procure. Fish of the most 
delicate nnd nourishing varieties were 
caught with hook or net 
Oysters and 


shellfish could be scraped up by the 
bushel from the bottom of the nearest 
Inlet or tidal stream. 


Apples, peaches, plums and figs 


grew In abundance. 
Not only were 


grapes cultivated, but excellent vari- 
eties grew wild through the forest 
SncU an abundance of wild strawber- 
ries could be gathered that no attempt 
was made to raise the domestic berry. 


The watermelon flourished, and in 


hominy, the roasting ear nnd com 
pone the Virginians possessed articles 
of food of great excellence, which were 
entirely unknown to the people of the 
old world. 
There was produced on 


every 
plantation an 
extraordinary 


quantity of walnuts, chestnuts, hazel- 
nuts and hickory nuts. 
Honey was 


obtainable lu abundance, both from 
domestic hives and from hollow trees 
In the forest

Punishment For 
Murder That 


More Cruel Than Death. 


In 1801 a man died in the Cafskills 


who had been condemned by one of 
the strangest sentences on record. 
Ralph Sutherland was born in 1701 aud 
lived in a stone house near Leeds. He 
•was a man of violent temper aad mo- 
rose disposition, shunned by bis neigh- 
fjors and generally disliked 
Not be- 


ing able to get an American servant, 
he Imported a Scotchwoman, and, ac- 
cording to the usages of the times, vir- 
tually held her In bondage until her 
passage money had been refunded. 


Unable to endure any longer the 


raging temper of her master, the girl 
ran away. Immediately upon discov- 
ering her absence the man set off In 
an angry chase upon Lls horse nnd 
soon overtook her. The poor woman 
never reached the house alive, nnd 
Sutherland was Indicted and arrested 
on the charge of murder. 


At the trio! Be tried to prove that 


his horse had taken fright, run away, 
pitched him out of the saddle and 
dashed the girl to death upon the 
rocks, but the Jury did not accept th& 
defense, and Sutherland was sentenced 
to die upon tbe scaffold. 


Then came the plea of the Insuffi- 


ciency of circumstantial evidence and 
the 
efforts 
of Influential relatives. 


These so worked upon the court that 
the judge delayed the sentence ot 
death until the prisoner should be 
ninety-nine years old. 


It was ordered 
that tbe culprit 


should be released on his own recog- 
nizance and that, pending the final ex- 
ecution of his sentence, he should keep 
a hangman's noose about his neck and 
show himself before the ludces of 
Catsklll once a year to prove that he 
wore his badge of Infamy and kept 
his crime in. mind. 
It was a more 


cruel decision than the- sentence of Im- 
mediate death) would have been, but 
it was no doubt in harmony with the 
spirit of the- times. 


Thus Ralph Sutherland lived. He al- 


ways lived «lo»e, He seldom spoke. 
His rough, Imperious manner bad 
gone. Tears followed years. At each 
session of the court the broken man 
eame before the bar of Justice and si- 
lently showed the noose that circled 
his neck. 


At last his ninety-ninth year came, 


the time when the court had ordered 
that tbe utmost penalty of the law 
should be enicuted. For the last time 
the man tottered before the judge's 
bench, but new judges bad arisen ID 
the land, new laws had been made, old 
crimes had been forgotten or forgiven, 
and there was none who would accuse 
him or execute sentence. Indeed, the 
awful restriction that bad bound his 
life so intimately to the expiation of 
his crime was now legally removed. 


But the spirit of self punishment 


continued, and when Sutherland, after 
he had passed his hundredth year, was 
discovered dead, alone in his house, bis 
throat was found to be encircled by 
the rope which had been placed there 
nearly three-quarters of a century be- 
fore.

THE EAST INDIA COMPANY. 


Whit Great Britain Owes to Holland 


and Pepper. 


It Is curious to remember that when 


England's commercial greatness was 
a-mnldng her most serious rival was 
Holland. But tho enterprises Dutch- 
men ruined their chances by their 
greediness. There was a popular little 
couplet which'ran; 
In matters of commerce the fault of the 


Dutch 
Is glvins too little and asking too much. 


The whole course of English pre- 


dominance abroad might have been 
changed If the Dutch had not "asked 
too much." 


In the closing years of the sixteenth 


century they had a trade monopoly 
with the Bast Indies, and they "put 
up" the price of pepper to such a point 
that the English consumer "struck." 


A meeting of London merchants 


made one December afternoon n deci- 
sion the importance of which to Eng- 
land cannot be exaggerated. It was 
nothing less than the resolution to 
form a London East India company. 
Tbe petition of these merchants to 
good Queen Bess was granted in a 
royal charter of incorporation. 


The company, founded at first to es- 


tablish direct trade communication 
with the east and lower the price of 
pepper, soou took to itself larger pur- 
poses. Fleets of merchant ships came 
and went between England and India, 
and from the quarrel about pepper the 
corporation of merchants was des- 
tined, through Clive and its "nabobs," 
to give England a vast empire.—Pear- 
son's Weekly.
